See it at once, 


LOCAL NEWS. 


A Probably Fatal Coal Oil 
Accident. 


Further Particulars About the Great 
Chinatown Fire. 


Miss Perkins Doesn't Show Up—Her 
Old Mother's Faith. 


She Says Louise Will Be Here Unless Kept Away 
Forcibly—A Lively Legal Raction Liable 
This Morning—Minor Local 
Matters. 


Ever since coal oil was invented accident 
after accident has occurred, and every time 
some poor housewife, who thought she could 
not light her fire without the assistance of 
an explosive, was the victim. Almost half 
of the fires in big cities are caused by coal 
oil, but the fair creatures will not take warn- 
ing, and the coal oil fiend still grins as he 
waits for his victims. At5 o’clock last 
evening a Mrs. Fenton, who resides at No. 
41 Rosabella street,went to her little kitchen 
to prepare the evening meal. She placed 
wood, paper and coal in the stove, and made 
a dive for the coal oil can. She had already 
touched a match to the paper in the front 
part of the stove, but she was ina hurry to 
out of the kitchen, so she raised a lid from 
the top of the stove, and, lifting the little 
harmless looking can on high, she smilingly 
watched the tiny stream from the can as it 
fell on the wood and coal, and in a second 
the paper in the front part of the stove 
began to burn sade gem b She was just about 
to remove the can, when a bright flame shot 
up the tiny stream of liquid death, and 
quicker than lightning an explosion that 
could be heard two blocks away, took place. 
The burning oil flew all over the room and 
a good portion of it fell on Mrs. Fenton’s 
dress. The poor woman was frightened, and 
she did the worst thing that could have been 
done. She ran screaming to the yard, and 
as soon as she reached the open air, flames 
shot out from every part of her clothing. 
Her terrible cries could be heard all around 
the neighborhood, and in a few minutes 
hundreds of people were on the ground, 
The first one to arrive was John Carpenter, 
who lived next door, and when the burning 
woman ran from her house he jumped over 
the fence, and quicker than a flash he had 
thrown the woman to the ground and cov- 
ered her with his coat and a blanket that 
was thrown to him. He soon had the fire 
smothered, and the burned lady was taken 
in charge by some of the neighboring 
ladies, and her burns were carefully 
dressed. Her hands and arms were burned 
worse than any other portion of the body. 
She may recover, but it was deemed doubt- 
ful last night. 

While Mr. Carpenter was looking after 
the burning woman, Police Officer Beebe, 

ho arrived on the scene about the same 

me, devoted himself to the fire in the 
kitchen. The exploded can had fallen to 
the floor and was fast spreading over the 
room when the officer stepped inside. For- 
tunately there was a large tub of water near 
by, and with the assistance of a cloth he 
soon got the fire under control. Taken all 
together, it was avery close call for Mrs. 
Fenton and her little cottage.

THY CHINATOWN FIRE. 


The Loss About $50,000—No Heaths 


Discovered. 

Thousands of people visited the ruins of 
Chinatown yesterday and last evening, and 
a large majority of them gazed on the 
smouldering wreck with a smile of satis- 
‘faction. The firemen did not get the fire 
down to coals until about 9 o’clock yester- 
day morning, and even then the public was 
not satisfied that fires would not be started 
in other places. The fire was started at 
three or four points, and from the attempt 
that was made a few weeks ago, it is very 
certain that the plans of the persons who 
started it were well matured. It was 
under good headway when the fire depart- 
ment arrived, and from the actions of quite 
a number who watched the firemen closely, 
there isa strong suspicion that the hose 
would have been cut had the firemen 
showed a very decided desire to get the fire 
under control too soon. At any rate, the 
firemen were not in any at hurry about 
saving the old shells, and the fire burned 
merrily on until the most objectionable por- 
tion ofgthe shantydom was destroyed. 

Just ‘after the last attempt was made to 
fire Chinatown the underwriters of San 
Francisco were notified, and an agent was 
sent down here to cancel all policies. The 
last one was canceled late Saturday after- 
noon, so that the merchants in the burnt 
* | district did not have a dollar’s worth of 
their goods insured. Tur Timers yesterday 
morning fixed the loss at $75,000, but it will 
probably not exceed $50,000, as none of the 
merchants carried a very heavy y stock of 
goods that could be called valuable. Seven 
or eight gambling dens were wiped out, and 
a number of opium joints gave up the ghost. 
During the fire several attempts were made 
to fire other pertions of the objectionable

Los 
Angeles was for a long time the ship- 
ping point for the Cerro Gordo bullion,

The extension of 
the Carson and Colorado Railroad from 
Owen's Lake to Los Angeles, or a 
junction with one of our railroad sys- 
tems, would restore the oldtime inter- 
course, augmented by as much as the 


Un- 
doubtedly Inyo county would prove an 
inviting field for resort and for devel- 
opment, and Los Angeles capital and 
enterprise as well as Los Angeles pleas- 
ure-goers would not be slow in seeking 
it out.

Oakland Gently Hankers for it and 
Will Try Her Hand. 
{Oakland Tribune.) 
The Los Angeles Board of Trade is 
5 its superior alertness by trying 
t the National Soldiers’ Home, for 
which Congress made an appropriation, 


located near that city. Angeles 
has enlisted the support of Gen. Miles, 
who now has his headquarters there, 


and of some of the other army officers, 
but the choice of a site will be made by 
a board of officers who will come out 
from Washington for that purpose dur- 
ing the month of September. Other 
towns have as good a chance to secuie 
the Home as Los Angeles has, if they 
are ready to offer equal inducements. 
Six hundred acres of good land will be 
needed for the Home, and it 
must be convenient to a railroad. 
There has been talk in Los An- 
geles about making the Government a 
present of the whole 600 acres which 
will be needed, from which it will be 
seen that the people down there mean 
business. It would be quite like their 
enterprise to do this, and the parties 
making the gift would probably be 
smart enough to turn it to a business 
advantage, by making the location of 
the home the occasion for laying off a 
new townsite, and selling several hun- 
dred lots at prices which would reim- 
burse them for their apparent gener- 
osity. This could be done vefy easily, 
as a National Soldiers’ Home on this 
coast will be a large and important 
establishment. A good many thousand 
veterans have come to California since 
the war, and more will come, the cli- 
mate here being a great attrac- 


tion to them, and in process of 
time, the home will come to be 
inhabited by 1500 or 2000 per- 


sons, which would be a first-class nu- 
cleus for atown. Theextensive grounds 
around the Home would, according to 
custom, be laid out in gardens and 
lawns, making a beautiful resort for 
visitors and would increase the attrac- 
tions of the neighborhood as a place for 
rural homes. What Los Angeles is do- 
ing about this matter itis open for 
Oakland todo. A location on one of 
the railroads leading out of this city 
could be chosen, 600 acres donated to 
the Government, and the liberality 
made profitable by selling off the adja- 
cent land for town lots. All that is 
needed is an operator with money and 
vim enough to carry the project 
through.

NEBRASKA City (Neb.), July 24.—[By 
the Associated Press.] For two days 
rumors have been rife that an organized 
mob would make an attempt to lynch Lee 
Shetlenberger, the murderer of his little 
daughter. On Friday night an attempt was 
to have been made to lynch him, but the 
Sheriff, having been forewarned, the mob 
was dispersed by the militia. This was 
supposed to have been the end of the 
matter, and therefore the citizens were 
rather surprised when it was learned this 
morning that the vigilantes had secured en- 
trance into the jail last night and had 
hanged Shellenberger. 

An eyewitness says: “The mob ap- 
proached the courthouse about 2:30 a.m.

CROP PROSPECTS. 


Weekly Bulletin from the Signal Offi- 
cer—Condition of Wheat and 
Corn in the Missis- 
sippi Valley. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—The weather- 
crop bulletin, issued by the signal office to- 
day for the week ending July 23, 1887, is as 
follows: “During the week ending July 
23d the rainfall has been in excess over 
New England, the middle Atlantic States, 
and the interior south Atlantic and east. 
Gulf States, as well as in the greater part of 
Nebraska. Marked seasonable deficiencies 
of rainfall amounting to ten inches or more 
are reported in Iowa, the lower Mississippi 
valley, Alabama and Georgia. In Iowa 
this deficiency has steadily increased during 
the past month, but in the other regions 
named the deficiency has slowly dimin- 
ished, while the big temperature tends to 
rapidly mature the growing corn, yet more 
rain is needful from Kansas and Iowa east- 
ward to Indiana. 

THE FARMERS’ REVIEW. 

CnicaGo, July 24.—The following crop 
summary will be printed in this week’s 
edition of the Farmers’ Review. 

While local rains in some localities have 
come in the nick of time to keep the corn 
crop, our reports this week indicate that 
drouth has lowered the average condition of 
the crop in almost all States reporting. The 
winter wheat yield in different States, ac- 
cording to reports by our correspondents, is 
as follows: Sixteen counties in Illinois 
have an average of 16 ½; ten counties an 
ave of 16 bushels. In ten Indiana. 
counties the — is 1634; ten counties in 
Missouri 184 bushels; fourteen counties in 
Ohio 1544 ; Kansas counties 17 bushels. 

SPRING WHEAT. 

The average condition of spring wheat in 
the different States is as follows: Eleven 
counties in Iowa report an acreage of 66 
per cent. Floyd and Buchanan counties 
report the total destruction of the crop by 
chiuch bugs, and more or less damage has 
been done by these insects in Allamak 
Brewer, Dubuque, Frankhn, Keokuk an 
Paloalo counties. Eight Minnesota coun- 
ties report the , condition of their 
spring wheat 3 ut 77 per cent. Damage 
25 roma bugs has been done in Anoka, 

nton and Dod e, Scott and Washing- 
ton counties, and by drouth in Benton, 
Clay, Kandieyohi and Wadena counties. 
Nine counties in Nebraska report an aver- 
age condition for the crop of 94 per cent. 
Some dam has been done by bugs and 
drouth. Six Wisconsin counties report 
their average as low as 53.3 per cent, the 
damage by chinch bugs r severe. Eight 
counties in Dakota place the average con- 
dition at 93 per jcent. And no complaints 
are made of damage by insects. 

The corn crop as reported from ditferent 
States is as follows: ‘Eighteen’ counties in 
Illinois place it at an average of 85 per cent. 
and 1 all require rain for the crop. 
Nine Indiana counties report an average 
condition of 86 per cent. and more or less 
damaged by drouth. Ten counties in Mis- 
souri report an average of 105 per cent. 
Thirteen counties in Ohio report an avera 
condition of 98 per cent. Rain is neededin 
some counties. Twelve Kansas counties re- 
58 their average at 92 per cent. Nine 

ichigan counties report an average of 101 
per cent. Sixteen Iowa counties place their 
average at 98.7 per cent., and report some 
damage by drouth and chinch bugs. Ten 
counties in Minnesota report an average 
condition of 97 per cent., and some damage 
by drouth. Nine Nebraska counties have 
an average of 102 percent.

The Electric Light and Plants. 
[London Engineering] 

The winter palace of the Czar at St. 
Petersburg is on _ festive occasions 
illuminated by electric light, and the 
palms and exotics used in decorating 
the banqueting and other rooms are 
believed to suffer from the blaze of 
light. The leaves turn yellow and dry 
up, then fall off. The action of the 
light is thought to be too intense and 
sudden on them after their transfer- 
ence from the conservatories where 
they are wintered. The late Dr. Sie- 
mens showed that electric light pro- 
moted the growth of plants, and it is 
difficult to understand how even the 
bright light of the imperial galleries 
can have the reverse effect; but so it 
is reported. The subject is, however, 
open to further investigation, as there 
may be other infiuences at work than 
the mere illumination. If it should 
prove to be the latter,the suddenness of 
the change from the dull greenhouses 
to the brilliant rooms may have to do 
with the problem, though it is some- 
what singular that a similar effect has 
not been reported from other quarters.

Talks. 


James W. Graydon has of late been 
the subject of considerable newspaper com- 
ment, Although a man of but 40 years, his 
experience has been somewhat varied. 

He is well-known in New York city, 
Washington, New Orleans, San Francisco 
and Hongkong. Notlong since he figured 
in a suit against George Warren. ‘The 
Lieutenant claimed that he loaned Warren 
$1000, and sued to recover the same; while 


him by Graydon as part payment for ser- | 
vices rendered in getting letters of introduc- 
tion to leading men in the Orient.

Graydon’s home was 9 in Indian- 
apolis, and he is now in that city. 

According to a dispatch from that city, 
Graydon has instituted proceedings for a 
divorce frotu his wite. He alleges that his 
wife left him while ill in China, after tak- 
ing with her all of his cash, amounting to 
£27,000. He claims that before leaving 
Hongkong on a business trip, he gave his 
wife a blank check to fill out as cireum- 
stances might require, but taking advantage 
of his absence, he claims, she drew all his 
money and came to San Francisco with her 
parents, and that at present her where- 
abouts are unknown to him. 

A Times reporter, learning that Mrs. 
Graydon was residing in. Los Angeles, 
called on the lady yesterday, The su ibject 
of the divorce was broached, but Mrs. Gray- 
don was disinclined to say anything about 
the matter. 

As it is said that she has commenced pro- 
ceedings for a separation, of course any dis- 
closures made before the trial would be in- 
advisable. Judge McCullough, father of 
Mrs. Graydon, was met by the reporter, and 
he was more inclined to talk of his gay son- 
in-law. 

Evidently the Judge . no kind feelin 
for Mr. Graydon. | sir,“ said th 
Judge, “that man can’t tell the truth. We 
showed him up in San Francisco, and I 
don’t believe he has started a divorce suit; 
it’s some trick. He is always in some new 
enterprise, and this move does not surprise 
. His credit wasn't worth a cent in 
Hongkong and his account in the bank in 

that city was worth nothing. 

He told me he had * in bank there 
840,000 one — Ay to pay his rent 
and his check would not be honored. He 
was attached by an iron firm there. He 
comes from a good ey, in Indianapolis 
but he 1s no good. He told 
been supporting his poor old mother; that 
when his father died he had given $10,000 
to his brother and had divided a large for- 
tune among them, and now his mother gets 
bat $8 per month asapension. At first I 
thought that it was only wildness on the

“Why, sir, while there,“ said he “he fitted 
upa house for a woman and I can get the 
papers from Hongkong to prove him a per- 
jurer. He, of course, must have sworn to 
the complaint, and if he did, he swore to a 
lie. When he left Hongkong to come to 
San Francisco, he came in the steerage and 
left with enough ab gag | see him through, 
and he has said that the last day he hud not 
enough to get a meal. He managed to make 
a raise on arrival, but how. nobody knows. 
He has a young nephew with him who 
is now about 22 years of age, and through 
the example set him and the tutelage of 
Graydon he will be no better than the 
uncle. He has insurmountable gall, and as 
an instance I will tell you that while we 
were in Washington he actually bought a 
house for 813,000 with nothing but his 

salary to pay for it. He, of course, 
had to give it up. He immediately bou rht 
another for $7000 and furnished it, the fur- 
niture to be paid for on the installment 
plan. He had no money of course. 

As a sample of one of the Lieutenant’s 
large stories, the Judge said that once 
Graydon took a contract for heating horse- 
cars, and in speaking of the merits of his 
scheme, he said that he had packed 400 
nds of ice around one of his steam ro- 

rts and the ice was all melted, and not a 
fraction of steam was lost. “I used to ask 
him, ‘why do you lie so? Why don’t you 
tell the truth? He is of an inventive 
turn of mind and could make money had he 
any moral character. In his escapades at 
Washington, 1 would go to Secretary 
Chandler, and for his wife’s sake he would 

allowed go free. I have it from the 
outside that proceedings have been com- 
menced against him for divorce, and that 
he has been notified. Of course it would 
not be correct to have his wife say anything 
about it and have it published.” 

Judge McCullough was anxious that the 
suit be pushed through to tinal determina- 
tion, and that he be allowed to show this 
son-in-law up in colors. 

In conclusion he remarked that he had 
been thirteen years a criminal judge, and 
during that time had met no character to 
be compared to that of the renowned Lieu- 
tenant. He said that in reading of Gui- 
teau’s trial and of his actions, he was 
forcibly reminded of the doings of Lieut. 
James W. Graydon.

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ASTRONOMER PROCTOR GIVES 
INTERESTING 


Why Planetary Life Vuries with the 
Size of the Pianet — Probability 
That the Universe Contains Varie- 
Hes of Actual Nature. 


U. A. Proctor in St. Louis Globe-Democrat.] 

May we not—nay, rather, must we 
not—admit that among the planets 
within the solar system varieties of 
actual nature must exist? Is it ante- 
eedently likely that the stages of the 
life of a giant planet like Jupiter will 
resemble in detail those of a planet like 
our earth—having but 1340th of that 
| giant’s mass? And, on the other hand, 
is it reasonably probable that the stages 
of our earth’s life will resemble those 
of the moon, which she exceeds in mass 
more than eighty times? The giant 


planet, the _ terrestrial planet, 
the small planet, may all three 
pass through the same general 


stages of life. Each may have its 
growing vaporous stage, its fiery stage, 
its middie life, when clothed with air 
and water it is fit to be the abode of 
living creatures, its old age, and finally 
its stage of decrepitude and death; 
much as the elephant, the man and the 
mouse (nay, the land animal, the bird, 
the fish, the insect and the mollusk, 
the animal and the vegetable) have 
each their infancy, their youth, their 
middle life, their old age and their 
death. But precisely as the details of 


the life-development of elephant, man. 


and mouse are unlike, while those of 
the life-development of other creatures 
differ inter se still more, so it is prob- 
able that the features of planets of 
different class are altogether dis- 
similar, 

When this idea has once been sug- 
gested, we immediately see that in 
three important, one may say vital, 
features, the stages of the life ofa 
larger planet must differ markedly 
from those of a small one. 

For it can be shown readily the 
smaller planet will have shorter stages 
of life, smaller gravity, energy at its 
surface, less water per square mile of 
surface, and even in more marked de- 
gree less air per square mile. Hence, 
since water and air are the denuding 
agents, and gravity the force which 
works them in producing denudation, 
it follows that with weaker tools, a 
weaker hand holding them, and less | 
time in which to use them, the smaller 
planet will accomplish far less denud- 
‘ation on its own surface than the 
Jarger. Applying this to the moon, 
which has but one-sixth the gravity of 
the earth, the moon would have had 
‘probably about one-sixth of the supply 
of water, and one-thirty-sixth the sup- 
ply of air per square mile, while the 
stages of life would have but one-sixth 
the duration of the corresponding 
stages of the earth’s life, we see that 
probably the work of denudation on 
the moon would be but about 1-8000th 
part of what has been done on the 
earth. 

Hence we can understand how it is 
that on the moon the great craters and 
Tay systems extending many hundreds 
of miles from them remain, which 
doubtless once existed on the surface 
of the earth, but have long since disap- 
peared from it. . On the moon thg pro- 
cesses of denudation were not suffi- 
<iently active, and they did not last 
long enough to remove these great 
vulcanian masses; on the earth there 
was sufficient power and ample time to 
remove all traces of such features, and 
we can in a like manner understand 
Why on the earth great mountain 
ranges form a much more striking 
feature than on the moon, for the 
materials of the older vulcanic features 
of the earth have been used to make 
the great mountain masses. On the 
moon the older vulcanic masses have 
not been so used; hence, naturally, 
there are but few great mountain 
ranges, and these not comparable with 
the chief mountain masses of the 
earth. 

Thus, finally, we can study our 
moon’s face, not only to tell us of the 


probable future of our earth as a dead 
‘bet. Fourth and Fifth.

Instead of a type of warlike ferocity, 
Louise Michel is a type of sorrow, pov- 
erty and 
shabby black, a limp and narrow crape 
veil hanging from a much worn bon- 
net; a face grown old by suffering 
rather than age; faded and sunken 
eyes, one of them* bearing marks 
strongly suggestive of a brawl, are the 
accessories that give the pre the 
appearance of an oppressed and over.

The Parisian Palace of the Roths- 
childs. 
Paris Letter to the New York World 

It is situated in the Avenue Fried- 
land, and was built in 1879 from plans 
made by the father of George Ohnet, 
author of the La Maitre de Forges.“ 
This architect dying, the work de- 
volved upon one of his pupils, who has 
rendered himself famous by the splen- 
dor of the Rothschild mansion. As- 
cending marble steps. we enter an im- 
mense hall, with monumental fireplace 
and circular gallery, with carved balus- 
trade. The dome is of stained glass 
and lighted by electricity. From this 
hall doors and arches lead in all direc- 
tions, and the staircase which conducts 
to the second story is superb in form 
and decoration. One door in the hall 
leads into the Louis XVI. gallery, hung 
with priceless tapestries. The panels 
and ceiling are painted to rival the 
finest palaces in Europe. Another 
door leads to the boudoir of the 
Baroness, whieh is a study in blue and 
gold. Besides this is a library, show- 
ing traces of a scholar’s hand in all its 
arrangements. Then there are recep- 
tion-rooms, an immense ballroom and 
a saloon of curiosities, where are ex- 
hibited behind glass doors all the art 
treasures collected by the late Baron 
Solomon. The dining-room, although 
enormous, is very simple. Its attrac- 
tion is that it opens into a conservatory, 
which in reality is small, but by a trick 
of mirrors its size is increased tenfold 


and the tropical plants are multiplied 
by hundreds. From the dining-room 
one sees a vista of. plants and flowers 
without limit. The garden is one of 
the choicest in Paris because of its 
statuary and fountains.

The Pelican Fish. 
(St. James Gazette. ] 

The investigations which have been 
made by dredging into the fauna of the 
water of the deep seas in various parts 
ef the world have resulted in the dis- 
pated of most eceentric forms of ani- 
mal life, more especially among the 
fishes; but none exceed in their depart- 
ture from the ordinary ayes the pelican 
fish, which was dredged up from; a 
depth of a mile and a half off the coast 
of Morocco, not far from the Canary 
Islands. This fish, which differs widely 
from every previously-known type, 
presents a most extraordinary develop- 
ment of the mouth. The jaws are ex- 
tremely large, and the floor of the 
lower jaw is formed of a very extensible 
skin, which, when filled with food, 
constitutes a sort of pelican-like pouch; 
it is probable that the first stages of the 
may be carried on 
in this cavity, as the stomach is very 
small. ‘The fins are hardly less re- 
markable than the jaws. The pectoral 
fins are very rudimentary, whilst the 
dorsal and ventral are each con- 
stituted by a range of free detached 
spines. Unlike many of the inhabitants 
of the extreme depths of the sea, 
which are so frequently blind, the

The Italian Milkman. 
The correspondent of the Philadel- 
phia Telegraph, writing from Rome, 
says: 

„I noticed for some days that my 
milk was very, very thin. I had stood 
by whilst it was milked; what then 
could be the cause? Was it that the 
cows drank too much water? 1 would 
have been compelled to adopt this solu- 
tion but for a discovery that soon hap- 
pened. When I came across my cow- 
man the second or third evening he 
was milking for an Italian, and I was 
surprised when I saw this latter sud- 
denly step up to the cowman and 
squeeze him rf the arm. As surpris- 
ing as was this action, however, the 
result was still more so—a stream of 
water was ejected from the cowman’s 
sleeve, and I then understood how 
milk can be watered before one’s very 
eyes without one’s detecting it. 1 hap- 
pened to mention this incident to the 
American Consul, and he assured me 
the trick was quite common. A bag of 
water is kept under the coat and let 
down into the cup through a rubber 
tube in the sleeve. When detected, a 
shrug of the shoulders, a Santa Maria, 
what difference?“ and pure milk for 
the sharp eyes; when not detected, he 
laughs in his sleeves as he lets the 
water down through his sleeve and 
sells it to you at 6centsaquart. I 
was fortunate in making the discovery 
early, for thereafter I invariably 
squeezed my man’s arm, and made 
him remove his water-bag before get- 
ting my milk.“

versation with a New York Mail and 


Express reporter, said of its wonders: 


Probably the most wonderful was the

It 
was easy enough to get out of Paris, 
you remember, by balloons, but very 
difficult to get back. Well, those who 
went out and who wished to commu- 
nicate with their friends in the city, 
took carrier-pigeons with them. In 
London and elsewhere these people had 
their letters printed on a large sheet. 
This was photographed and reduced to 
one inch square. Then the reduced 
size, on collodium film, was rolled and 
put into a crow’s quill, and the quill 
was tied to the midfeather of the 
pigeon’s tail. Then the bird was sent 
flying home toParis. The film was un- 
rolled and the letters deciphered under 
a microscope. Several hundred differ- 
ent messages would be sent on one of 
these pieces, which were afterward 
copied and sent to those to whom they 
“were addressed.

ar notion that every drop of water 


feems with animalcules, and that 
offen placed under the microscope it 
will appear to be literally filled with 
living things. This idea is fostered by 
popular writers, who describe a drop 
of water as a globe filled with life, and 
by lecturers, who exhibit pictures and 
enlarged images of what they call a 
drop of water, but which is in reality a 
considerable quantity of that liquid 
which has been artificially supplied 
with inhabitants. Clear well water is 
almost free from microscopic organ- 
isms, and the same is true of the water 
from clear brooks.”

Lemons and Longevity. 
[Brooklyn Magazine.] 

Dr. Otto Fullgraff, who founded the 
old Bond-street dispensary, in New 
York, and recently removed from 53 
Irving place, where he had his office for 
twenty years, to 6 Lexington avenue. 
opposite Mayor Hewitt’s residence, be- 
lieves that there is a wonderful deal of 
virtue in lemons. Dr. Fullgraff num- 
bers his years by three score and three, 
but looks not a day over 50. In 1875,” 
said he, I began drinking lemonade 
regularly, taking the entire juice of 
two or three lemons at a time in an 
ordinary goblet of water, with a small 
teaspoonful of sugar for each lemon, 
after rinsing my mouth with clear 
water to remove the acid and sugar 
from teeth and gums. - With rare ex- 
ceptions, I have now taken lemonade 
in this way tour times daily 
for twelve years—upon rising in 
the morning, about 1 o’elock 
p-m., half an hour before dinner, 
and on yetiring at night: and whenever 
fny professional duties prevented it, I 
have felt at once the absence of the 
lemon juice in my system. I take only 
two meals daily, but consume besides a 
considerable quantity of the fruits of 
the season, such as grapes, peaches, 
melons, oranges, etc. I have no taste 
for and do not use ale, porter, wine or 
spirits. Formerly my ordinary weight 
Was about 150 pounds, my height being 
as now, 5 feet 74 inches. For several 
years past I have weighed in the neigh- 
borhood of 190 pounds without feeling 
_the slightest inconvenience therefrom. 
Ienjoy practically perfect health, the 
coating of my stomach is unimpaired, 
my step is quick and firm, my nerves 
are steady as a rock and [ have all the 
vigor of youth. During the forty-three 
years of my residence in New York I 
have not beeh out of the city altogether 
more than six months, and I have been 
in uninterrupted active practice for 
over thirty years. For twelve years 
past I have indulged freely in surf 
bathing in the summer. My head is 
not bald and there is very little gray in 
my hair. I am stronger, both physic- 
ally and mentally, than I was twenty 
years ago, and am taken by every- 
body to be ten or fifteen years 
younger than Iam. While I attribute 
these favorable conditions largely to 
the use of some 3000 lemons a year, I 
have not ‘lemons on the brain.’ My 
patients frequently ask if it would 
benefit them to drink lemonade as I do. 
The answer must necessarily depend 
upon the appearance, temperment, con- 
dition, etc., of the questioner. I do not 
think that lemon juice is injurious to 
anybody, but would not advise that my 
example should be followed indiscrim- 
inately. People are apt to rush to ex- 
tremes and do some very foolish things 
when any new idea is advanced— 
although for that matter, lemons have 
been in domestic use for ages. The 
trouble is that they have been used too 
sparingly or in the wrong way. 
all that I have taken, I cannot even 
now suck a piece of lemon or relish it 
without the addition of sugar and 
water. Hence I naturally conclude 
that the best way to take it is in the 
shape of lemonade.”’
